was flain(as is ſuppoſed) about. 500 of the Ene- 
mics, and about 1400-taken Prifoners, amongſt 
which: many- Officers , together: with:three fields 
Pieces, and alt their mmunirionthere, which was 
not much. We had many.Souldiershurr;rwo Co- 
lonels of Horſe (lain, Heron and:fdoward;and:fome 
Officers hurt, as Coloneli Throckmorton; Coloncll 

Carnabie, and Captain Maiſop, all;y<coverable; and 

riot abovervventy common. Squldiers flain. 

Thar night ve came before Bradford, aftrong 
Town, as ill approaching9;ity yer we made our 
approaches that night, the next day we bad placed 
our Cannon and made: places of.-Batteries: very 
nearethe Town and Church; wherethey had two 
Drakes upon the top of the. ſteeple, and lined the 
ſteeple with wool-packes,, yet our Cannon dif- 
mounted their Drakes upon thetop of the ſteeple, 
and battered the ſteeple ſo as none could ſtay on it, 
where they had many Muſquetiers, and fowe gor 
both the ends of the Town before: Sundaynight, 
andinthe nighttimeSir Thomas Fairfax 24”

Captain. of ours, who. among divers other Pri- 
ſoners ar Leedes, finding that my Lord Fairfax and 
his ſon were inclined to leave the Town { asthey 
did )attended with three or foure Troops of Horſe, 
209 Dragooners, and 306 Foot; broke ont of Pri- 
for, poſlcſled themſelves of rhe:Magarzine, cook all 
the Armes which' were 1500 acJeaſt, eight Barrels 
of Powder, and ewelve Pieces of Ordnance, with 
a very great proportion of Match'and Ball, and fo 
keptthe Towa ill I fent Foros into-it, belides the 
lang of ſeven hundred'/Prifoners there. The 
Lord Fairfax and his Son maxchedtowards Selby, 
in which march his three hunditd Foot ran away 
from him ; and his Forces left being diſcoyered 
by our Forces atthe Garriſon of (awood were char- 
ged bythem, andchey fled intothe Town of Selby, 
our Forces being too weak for them were forced 
toretire, ſo my Lord, his ſon: Sir, Thomas, Maior. 
Gifford, Sir Henry Fowlis,and Sir Thomas Mauliverer 
took a boat, and paſſed themſelves therein, and 
ſwimming their Hocles oves the River, and as their

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med were palling.over ſome of them were drown- 
cd with eailing che Boates, and ſothey fled we 
coutcivero Hud, or to. ' Nottingham, burto\ which is
